A simple illustration 


may heIpBKUTUS toone whole thought 
on this subject. 
Twenty-five years 


ago itrequired an ounce ofgold to pay 
for one 
chicken 
in California; to-day 


a pennyweight 
of gold will pay for a 


chicken 
in California. 
Twenty-five 


years ago 
one chicken would not ap- 


pease 
a hungry man's 
appetite 
auj 


more than one chicken 
will to-day. 


Where, then, is the intrinsic value, in 
the gold or in the chicken ? 
Thus it 


has 
ever been, 
that supply 
and 
de- 


mand changes t he value of everything, 
and thus 
it ever will be. 
Again we 


repeat it, that " money exists by law, 
and not by nature." 
If the law says 


that gold and 
silver shall 
be money, 


then the law of supply 
and 
demand 


comes in and fixes its value 
for the 


time being. 
Its value in the mercan- 


tile transactions 
of the world to-day is 


no criterion as to what its value will 
be six months hence.

worthy of consideration. 
During the 


four years he has been operating 
with 


General 
Crook 
in Arizona he 
has 


traveled over and over again the min- 
eral sections 
of the Territory, and as 


the result of his observations 
he 
as- 


serts that there 
are 
more 
and 
richer 


mines in Arizona than in any 
other 


like area of the Pacific 
Coast. 
The 


gold and silver bearing lodes are to be 
found 
throughout 
the Territory, and 


the average assay from these ledges is 
very high. The Indians have hitherto 
made it impossible 
to work or even 


prospect 
the 
mines 
of Arizona, but 


with the schooling General CnooKhas 
given tiie Apaches the railroad will so 
civilize them that they will offer no 
obstruction 
to the future settlement 


and development 
of the country.

MINERAL I'ARK. 


From 
there I went up 
to Mineral 


Park, Hualapai district.which I found 
to be a very livelylittle camp of about 
200 persons. 
Mines and mining mat- 


ters 
in the district are 
looking up 


wonderfully and, in fact, I may say 
the same for the whole territory. 
The 


five-stamp millfor the Keystone Com- 
pany is all on the grouud 
and will be 


in operation within a mouth. 
Then 


look out for heavy shipments of bul- 
lion. 
This mine is well developed 


now, tbe main 
shaft being 
down 
200 


feet, with two drifts, one at 
100 and 


one at 150 feet. 
There are at present 


about 
40 
men 
working, 
principally 


stopingout. 
Very little progress 
is 


being made lnsending the main shaft 
further down, as they have as good a 
thing as they want already. 
There are 


about 200 tons on the dump, not one 
ton of which assays 
less than $300 and 


by far the 
most of it will go $700

If a man 


is starting alone, let him buy a horse, 
as that will be the cheapest 
and

way. 
Horses that will cost 
$20 here, 


willreadily bring $30.0r $50 out there. 
Mares wont, aud mules are better for 
the trip, and are 
more 
saleable 
than 


either. 
The charges 
for grain 
and 


hay are pretty high along the road, 
but a man can 
go through 
in eight 


days, and it willcost him, say $20, for 
himself 
and 
horse.

inadequate 


and utterly unsafe, besides 
being dis- 


graceful to the county. 
In testimony 


to the insecurity 
of the 
present 
jail, 


we need but cite the case of the luna- 
tic at present confined therein. 
This 


man freed himself 
from his 
cell by 


wrenching iron bars and 
tearing out 


casings; 
and, but for the timely inter- 


ference 
of the jailor, assisted 
by the 


prisoners, 
would have demolished the 


interior of the building 
and 
without 


douht murdered 
some of the inmates. 


In our opinion it is absolutely essen- 
tial that there should be a secure place 
for the confinement 
of lunatics; 
at 


least, as at present they have either to 
be turned 
loose 
among 
the prisoners 


or chained 
hand 
and foot to prevent 


their escape 
aud the commission 
of 


mischief. 
It is the sense of the Grand 


Jury, that no delay 
should occur 
in 


the execution of these suggestions.
